Variation  of  the  Compass :  3:^°  30'  and   in- 
creasing seven  seconds  annually. 


Note. — The  Tide  Tables  (in  the  Calendar  pages)  may  be  ren- 
dered applicable  to  various  other  places  on  the  coast,  l)y  simply

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January. — January  (Latin,  Januarius)  was  so  called  by  the  Ro* 
roans  from  Janus,  one  of  their  superior  deities  to  whom  the  first 
day  of  the  year  was  sacred,  and  through  whom  they  offered  their 
prayers  to  the  gods ;  hence  the  name  is  used  to  signify  gate  of 
the  year.  Janus  was  represented  with  two  faces  ;  one  old  and 
wrinkled,  and  looking  backward ;  the  ether  face  young  and 
smiling,  and  looking  forward. 
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1807.                          '«; 

Fkbruary.— February  (Latin,  Febtuarius)  received  its  name 
from  Febvualia,  a  feast  of  sacrifices  and  purifications  held  by 
the  Romans  in  this  month,  in  the  vain  hope  of  being  cleansed 
from  the  sins  of  the  whole  year.  It  corresponds  to  Adah  (Ezra 
vi.  15,)  the  sixth  civil,  and  twelfth  sacred  month  of  the  Jews. 
By  the  Saxons  it  was  called  Sproutkele,  as  cabages  begin  to 
sprout  now;  and  also  Sol-monath,  the  month  ^hen  pancakes 
•were  offered  to  Scl,  or  the  Sun. 
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March. — Mai'ch  (Latin,  Martins)  was  so  named  by  the  lio- 
mans  in  honor  of  5lara  their  god  of  war.  In  this  month  the 
Gothic  tribes  went  out  on  warlike  expeditions.  It  answers  to 
Nisan,  or  Abib  (Neh.  ii.  1 ;  Deut.  xvi.  1),  the  seventh  of  the 
civil,  and  the  first  of  the  sacred  year  of  the  Jews.  By  the 
Saxons  it  was  named  Hlyd-monath,  the  loud  or  windy  month. 
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Eqaation  of  time  to  be  added  to  apparent  time  to  the  16th,  and 
to  be  subtracted  the  remidnder  of  the  month. 
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April. — April  (Latin,  ApriUsJ  is  so  called  from  eperire,  '  to 
open'  in  allusion  to  the  opening  oi  the  young  buds  of  trees  and 
flowers  and  the  general  development  of  yegeta^on  at  this  season.

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Green  Jtland  at  the  entrance  of  Gatalina  Harbor,  Trinity  Bay, 
1867— Situate  in  latitude  48^30'.1G"  N.,  long.  53«'.2',40"  \V.  A 
fixed  tohite  liglit,  at  an  elevation  of  92  feet  above  iiigli  water, 
which  in  favourable  weather  will  be  seen  from  E.N.E  seaward, 
to  S.  W.,  15  nautical  miles.  Vessels  bound  Northward  by  keep- 
ing this  light  open  with  the  North  Head  of  Cutalina  until  Bona- 
vista  light  opens  with  Cape  LeJean,  will  give  the  Flower  Itoc-ks 
a^  ample  berth — or  when  coinini;  from  the  Nortiiward  and 
bound  for  Catalina,  by  giving  th^^.  head  a  moderate  berth,  you 
will  clear  the  Brandies  Bocks  by  steering  for  Green  Island  light.

Fort  Point,  TVimVy,  No.  3, 1873.  -  A/.rcd  white  hght  upon  a 
wooden  tower,  painted  white,  and  at  u  height  of  75  feet  above 
the  level  of  the  sea,  visible  in  clear  weather  for  11  miles.  The 
erection  is  situated  in  48°.21'.65"  North  lat.,  and  63°.20'.61" 
West  long.  The  apparatus  is  dioptric,  of  the  8th  order  with  a 
single  argand  burner,  and  illuminates  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of 
320**. — In  entering  the  harbor  the  light  must  be  kept  on  the  port 
hand.

Baccalieu  Island— The  light-house  is  situated  on  the  northern 
end  of  the  Island— Latitude  48«>.8'.61"  North,  long.

Harbor  Grace  Beach  Beacon  and  Light,  1860. — \  fixed  tohite  light 
in  a  white  painted  wood  Tower  stands  on  the  point  of  Beach  at 
the  entrance  of  Harbor  Grace.  Entering  with  a  fair  or  leading 
wind,  bring  it  to  bear  W.  or  W.  by  S.,  and  by  keeping  the  light 
or  building  a  little  on  the  starboard  bow  it  will  bring  you  clear 
of  the  Bar,  on  which  at  low  water  there  is  not  more  than  8  feet

(Jape  St.  Francis  Fog  Alarm,  No.  1,  1877.— A  powerful  Sirm 
Trumpet  will  be  sounded  during  the  continuance  of  thick  weather 
and  snow  storms.  It  will  be  sounded  five  seconds  and  silent  five 
seconds— sounded  five  seconds  and  silent  forty-five  seconds  in 
each  minute.  The  buildings  at  this  station  are  of  wood,  painted 
white — the  roofs  fiat.  On  the  higher  roof  is  the  lantern,  ele- 
vated above  it  on  a  square  block.

The  light,  Bijixed  white  one,  burns 
at  an  elevation  of  114  feet,  is  produced  by  a  double  argand  bur> 
ner  placed  in  the  focus  of  an  annular  lens  of  the  fourth  order, 
sind  in  favourable  weather  can  be  seen  16  nautical  miles.  When 
Cape  Spear  is  enveloped  in  tog  a  heavy  piece  of  ordnance  is  also 
discharged  at  this  Fort  every  hour  during  daylight,  to  assist 
vessels  in  making  the  harbor.  It  is  situated  in  lat.  47°.36'.54" 
N.,  and  long.  62*».40'.18"  W.  John  Shepherd,  Keeper ;  Thomas 
Muore,  Assistant. 

Si,  John's— Two  red  lights  intended  as  leading  marks  for 
vessels  entering  the  Narrows.  The  lower  light  is  on  a 
mast  on  the  roof  of  the  Custom  House.  The  upper  light  (400 
yards  in  the  rear)  in  a  small  Tower,  near  the  N.E.  angle  of  the 
Congregational  Church,  and  180  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea. 
As  leading  marks  during  the  day  there  is  a  disc  on  the 
mast  head  on  the  Custom  House  and  another  on  the  apex  of 
the  Tower  roof — the  discs  are  painted  white.  By  keeping  these 
lights  or  discs  in  line  the  largest  vessels  will  clear  all  dangers. 

Cape  Spear,  1835.— This  light  is  produced  by  seven  argand 
burners  and  silvered  reflectors,  at  an  elevation  of  264  feet — it 
revolves,  shewing  a  bright  white  light  every  minute,  and  in 
favourable  weather  can  be  seen  26  nautical  miles.

Cape  SjKor  Alarm,  No.  2,  1878.— A  Trumpet,  sounding  by  the 
escape  of  compressed  air,  has  been  placed  at  this  station,  in  a 
wooden  building  on  the  Bill  of  ihe  Cape,  nearly  600 yards  N.N.E. 
from  the  Light  House.  It  will  be  sounded  for  seven  seconds  of 
each  minute  during  the  continuance  of  thick  weather  or  snow 
storms.  The  range  of  sound  will  probably  be  from  1^  to  10 
miles,  according  to  the  direction  and  intensity  of  the  wind  or 
oth<M'  atmosphoric  disturbance.

Cape  Itace—\  rewhintf  nhitc  light,  which  will  be  visible  to  sea- 
ward from  N.E.  by  E.," round  by  the  S.E.  and  S.  to  W.  The 
light  is  elevated  180  feet  above  the  mean  water  level  of  the  sea, 
and  may  be  seen  in  clear  weather  10  nautical  miles  from  a  ships 
deck.

Cape  Bace  Steam  Fofj  Alarm— h.  powerful  Steam  Whittle  has 
been  placed  on  Cape  Race,  about  250  feet  South  of  the  Light- 
house. It  is  sounded  during  thick  or  foggy  weather  or  snow 
storms,  for  ten  seconds,  with  inter\als  of  silence  of  fifty  seconds, 
in  each  minute.  The  Whistle  will  probably  t>e  heard  in  calm 
weather  20  miles;  with  the  wind  30  miles;  and  in  stormy 
weather  against  the  wind,  from  seven  to  ten  miles.  P.  Myrick,

Cape  Pme— This  tower  is  of  iron,  built  by  the  Imperial  Gov- 
ernment in  1849-60,  and  first  put  into  requisition  on  the  1st 
January,  1851.

Cape  St.  Mary'i,  I860.— A  revolving  cato-dioptric  light  of  tho 
first  order,  producing  alternately  every  minute  a  brilliant  red 
and  a  white  Uffht,  burning  at  an  elevation  of  300  feet  above  the 
level  of  the  sea,  and  will  be  seen  in  a  favourable  state  of  the 
atmosphei'e  20  nautical  miles  from  a  vessel's  deck ;  situated  in 
46''.49'.30"  N.  lat.,  61°.11'.34"  W.  long.

Garnish,  ForiuiM  Day— A.  Beacon  Tower  of  wood,  carrying  an 
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Ortugon  and  Lantern,  in  which  a  red  li^jfht  is  exhibited.  Lat.

The  leth  of  Victoria,  Gap.  5,  Sec.  5,  enacts,— "  That  no  greater 
sum  than  £25  sterling  shfll  be  in  any  year  levied  for  Light  Dues 
on  any  steamer  or  vesNcl  entering  any  port  of  this  Colony  ;  and 
no  steamer  plying  between  P^urope  and  any  port  of  North 
America,  and  entering  any  port  of  this  Colony  as  a  port  of  call, 
shall  be  liable  to  pay  any  Light  Dues,  or  other  port  charges, 
except  pilotage." 

Gallantnf  Head,  lalmd  of  St.  Peter's— The  fixed  Light  on  Gal- 
lantry Head,  (Island  of  Sf',  Peters)  since  the  10th  August,  1862, 
has  been  replaced  by  a  Flasli  Light,  w'th  intervals  of  twenty 
second.'^,  sind  by  one  red  flash  after  two  white  flashes;  situated 
in  lat.  40°.46'.30"  N.,  long.  58°.27'  W. ;  elevation  above  high 
water,  64  metres,  (204  English  feet).  Distance  at  which  the 
light  is  visible,  lb  miles.  Tne  light  is  hidden  at  the  Northward 
by  the  high  land  of  St.  Peter's. 

Light  at  the  South  entrance  of  St.  Peter'a— Since  1st  October, 
1862,  the  entrance  of  the  harbor  of  St.  Peter's,  called  South 
Channel,  has  been  maiked  by  two  small  fixed  Lights,  one  of 
which  is  a  white  Liglit,  illuminating  three  fourths  of  the  horizon 
and  placed  on  the  Battery— and  the  other  a  red  light,  on  the 
plain  at  the  north  of  the  town.  The  white  light  has  an  eleva- 
tion of  11  metres,  and  is  vi8il)le  6  miles.  The  red  light  is  elevated 
19  metres,  visible  3  miles  distant.  The  line  connecting  these 
two  lights  indicate  the  middle  Channel. 

The  position  ot  the  red  liglit  has  also  been  so  determined  that 
as  soon  as  it  is  seen  on  tlie  left  of  Cape  Eagle,  vessels  coming 
from  Columbier  in  beating  into  |he  N.E.  entrance  will  have 
nothing  to  fear  from  the  slioals  of  Cape  Ilouge. 

Light  on  the  South  West  Point  of  the  Inland  of  Dogs,  called  Pointe 
a  ZewH^e— Conmiencing  on  the  1st  August,  1874,  a  light  will  be 
exhii)ited  on  the  South  West  Point  of  the  Island  of  Dogs,  at 
the  place  called  Pointe  a  Leconte  at  400  metres  (437  English 
feel)  al)ove  the  level  of  tlie  sea.  It  will  be  seen  in  clear  weather 
7  miles.  The  extent  of  the  light  is  circumscribed  in  a  sector  of 
Ki.}^,  presenting  two  cones  ot  light,  one  white,  of  40',  will  light 
the  passage  of  the  S.E.  so  as  to  permit  vessels  which  maintain 
position  within  this  cone  to  avoid  at  the  right  the  shoal  Batallle, 
and  to  the  left  the  rock  of  Cape  Noir  and  tlie  rock  Bertrand. — 
The  second  cone  will  be  red,  of  12.3°.  It  should  be  avoided  by 
vessels  entering  by  the  S.E.  passage,  and  will  enable  them, 
when  tiiey  have  quitted  the  white  cone,  to  come  to  anchor  in 
the  roadstead  or  in  the  Barachois,  in  following  the  line  of  the 
•white  lif?lit  from  Pointe  aux  Canons,  and  of  the  red  light  from 
tile  interior  of  the  city. 

A  Light  House  has  been  erected  by  the  Government  of  Cana- 
da, ftii  tile  western  side  of  Cape  Ray,  on  the  South-west  coast  of 
the  IMiui-l  of  N.'wioiiTitiland.

The  Tower  is  a  wooden  bnilding,  hexnjronnl  in  shape,  forty- 
one  feet  high,  and  painted  white.  Tlie  keepers  dwelling,  also 
of  wood,  stands  at  a  little  distance  from  the  Tower,  and  is  also 
painted  white. 

The  illuminating  apparatus  is  catoptric  and  consists  of  twelve 
lamps  and  reflectors. 

A  Fog  Whistle  is  in  operation  at  Cape  Hay.  It  will  be  blown 
in  thick  and  foggy  weather  and  during  sriow  storms,  for  ten 
seconds  in  each  minute,  leaving  an  intervtil  of  fifty  seconds 
between  each  blast.    It  can  bo  heard  from  8  to  ITi  miles.

2— The  parcel  shall  not  contain  any  explosive  substance,  glass, 
liquid  or  other  matter,  likely  to  injure  the  ordinary  contents  of 
the  mail,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  the  parcel. 

3— The  weight  of  the  parcel  should  not  exceed  3  lbs-,  nor  the 
fcize  exceed  one  foot,  in  length  or  breath,  or  six  inches  In  thick-

neM.    It  must  be  so  put  up  thut  the  contents  may  he  examiDedf 
to  prevent  letters  or  other  oummunicutioiis  being  enclosed. 
4— Parcels  must  be  prepaid  at  the  following  rates :

SYSTKXI. 

1— Money  Orders  nre  made  out  in  forms  supp'ied  for  the  use 
of  the  Money  Order  Offices. 

2— Persons  applying  for  Money  Orders  are  recommended  to 
use  printed  "  Application  Forms,"  printed  for  that  purpose. 

3— Place  of  payment  of  a  Money  Order  may  be  changed  in 
accordance  witn  instructions  provided  therefor. 

4— Alteration  of  payee's  name  may  be  etlected  by  issue  of  a 
new  Order  and  payment  of  commission  tiiereon. 

6 — Applicants  for  Money  Orders  are  expected  to  observe  due 
care  in  the  examination  of  the  same,  relative  to  filling  and 
stamping ;  defect  in  Orders,  when  presented  for  payment,  may 
cause  difficulty  and  delay,  for  which  the  paying  office  is  not  to 
be  held  accountable. 

<)— Postmasters  should  be  particularly  careful  to  obtain  from 
the  pei'sou  who  presents  a  BJoney  Order,  whether  the  rightful 
owner  or  not,  full  information  as  to  the  Christian  name,  sur- 
name and  address  of  the  party  who  originally  obtained  it,  un- 
less snch  party  be  a  firm,  when  the  name  of  the  firm  will  suffice. 
The  onli/  exception  to  t/iis  rtile  lis— When  an  Order  is  presented 
through  the  Bank,  in  which  case  it  will  suffice  that  the  Order, 
being  properly  signed,  be  also  crossed  with  the  Banker's  name. 
7 — As  however,  after  once  paying  a  Mone*/  Order^  hy  tvAomsoever 
pi'eaonted,  the  office  mil  not  be  liable  to  any  further  claim,  the  public 
are  strictly  cautioned,— 

1st— To  take  all  means  to  prevent  the  loss  of  the  money 

Order. 
i2nd — To  be  careful  on  taking  out  an  Order,  to  state  cor- 
rectly the  Christian  as  well  as  the  surname  of  the  per- 
sou  in  whose  favor  it  is  drawn. 
3rd— To  see  that  the  name  of  the  person  taking  out  the 
Money  Order  is  correctly  known  to  the  person  in  whose 
favor  it  is  drawn. 
8 — Payment  of  a  Money  Order  must  be  obtained  before  the 
end  of  the  sixth  calendar  month  after  that  in  which  it  was 
issued,  otherwise  a  new  Order  will  be  necessary,  for  which  a 
second  commission  will  be  charged ;  and  if  the  Orde»  be  not  paid

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Sugsestions  to  the  FuUio. 

Facility  will  be  given  to  the  Post  Office  in  tlie  discharge  of 

its  daily  daties,  and  greater  security  afforded  to  the  public,  by 

careful  attention  to  the  following  recommendations : 

Pest  all  Letters  and  Newspapers,  &c.,  as  early  as  practicable, 
especially  when  sent  in  large  bundles. 

When  a  number  of  Newspapers  are  addressed  to  the  same 
ofice,  put  them  up  in  one  parcel. 

When  a  number  of  circulars  are  posted,  tie  them  up  in  a  bun- 
dle, with  the  address  all  in  one  direction. 

Address  letters,  pa:pers,  &.,  in  a  legible  and  complete  man- 
ner, always  giving  the  name  of  the  Post  Office ;  and  if  there  be 
more  than  one  Past  Office  of  that  name,  the  name  of  the  district 
in  which  situated.  In  case  of  letters  going  abroad,  the  name  of 
the  country,  as  well  as  of  the  town  and  city,  should  be  given  in 
full.  Letters,  for  example,  intended  for  London,  England,  if 
(limply  addressed  "  London'*  would  be  forwarded  to  Loudon, 
Oanada  West,  and  thus  he  delayed. 

Letters,  Papers,  or  Parcels  for  Outports  should  have  the  name 
of  the  District,  the  Post  or  Way  Office,  distinctly  written  as  part 
of  the  address.  For  instance,  Letters  for  Bonne  Bay,  French 
Shore,  are  sometimes  sent  to  Bonne  Bay,  Fortune  Bay  District, 
being  simply  directed  Bonne  Bay— there  are  several  settlements 
named  Broad  Cove,  Little  Bay,  Ensrlish  Harbor,  Blackhead, 
Balline,  Caplin  Cove,  Deer  Island,  Flat  Islands,  Fortune,  Fox 
Cove,  Freshwater,  Island  Cove,  Long  Harbor,  Burgeo,  New  Har- 
bor, Salmon  Cove,  Seal  Cove,  Ship  Cove,  and  unless  properly 
directed,  are  liable  to  go  to  wrong  ocffie  for  delivery.  The  loss 
and  inconvenience  arising  from  imperfect  directions,  is  caused 
by  the  carelessness  of  the  sender,  and  no  blame  can  attach  to 
the  Post  Office— other  places  besides  those  named,  have  settle- 
ments with  corresponding  appellation,  hence  the  necessity  of 
being  particular  in  addressing  all  lettera,  &c. 

See  that  every  letter,  newspaper,  or  other  packet  sent  by 
post,  is  securely  folded  and  sealed.  Evei'y  such  packet  has  to 
be  several  times  handled ;  and  even  when  in  the  mail  bag,  is 
«xposed  to  pressure  and  friction.  Unless,  therefore,  the  article 
be  light  and  pliant,  it  should  be  enclosed  in  strong  paper,  linen, 
parchment,  or  some  other  material  which  will  not  readily  tear 
or  break. 

Fasten  the  covers  of  newspapers  firmly,  so  as  to  prevent  them 
from  slipping  out. 

When  dropping  a  letter  or  newspaper  into  a  letter  box,  al- 
ways see  that  the  packet  falls  into  the  box,  and  does  not  stick  in 
its  ptpsage. 

Never  seal  letters  for  the  East  and  West  Indies  and  other  hot 
climates,  with  wax.  Such  a  practice  is  attended  with  much  in- 
convenience and  frequently  with  serious  injury,  in  consequence 
of  the  melting  of  the  wax,  and  the  adhesion  of  the  letters  to 
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each  other.    In  all  such  cases  use  wafers  or  gum  and  advise 
your  coi respondents  in  the  country  referred  to,  to  do  the  same. 

Never  send  money  or  other  articles  of  value  throughtthe  Post 
Office,  except  either  by  means  of  a  money  order,  or  in  a  regis- 
tered lettei*.  "  Any  perjon  who  sends  money  or  jewellery  in  an 
nnregivstered  letter,  not  only  runs  the  risk  of  losing  his  property, 
but  exposes  to  temptation  every  one  through  whose  hands  bis 
letter  passes,  and  may  be  the  means  of  ultimately  bringing 
some  clerk  or  letter  carrier  to  moral  ruin."  Oa^efully  secure 
every  letter  or  packet  containing  money  or  value,  first  with  gum 
and  afterwards  with  good  sealing  wax,  on  which  mark  the  clear 
impression  of  a  seal. 

On  posting  a  registered  letter  or  packet,  always  obtain  a  re- 
ceipt for  the  same  at  the  office  where  posted. 

When  letters  or  newspapers  are  delayed  and  missing,  at  once 
communicate  the  fact  to  the  Postmasterof  the  Division  in  which 
is  situated  the  Post  Office  at  which  the  delayed  or  missing  letters 
were  posted.  In  case  of  a  missing  letter  enclose  value,  state  the 
exact  contents,  the  exact  address,  and  the  office  at  which  posted ; 
the  name  of  the  person  by  whom  posted,  and  the  name  of  the 
person  by  whom  received  at  the  office.  In  the  case  of  a  delayed 
letter  or  paper,  send  the  cover  or  wrapper  in  an  entire  state,  in 
order  that  ihe  place  of  delay  may  be  ascertained  by  an  exarai- 
ualiou  of  tiie  post  murks. 

TroiiMe  and  loss  occasionary  arise  out  of  the  carelessness  or 
dishonesty  of  parties  employed  in  the  Post  Office  service;  yet 
instances  are  not  wanting  in  which  it  has  been  shown  to  the 
satisfaction  even  of  tlie  complainants,  that  the  fault  at  first 
attributed  to  the  Post  Office,  in  truth  rested  in  other  quarters. 
Theft  by  private  hands,  although  very  difficult  of  proof,  have 
not  unfrcqueutly  been  broufjht  to  light:  and  it  is  greatly  to  be 
desired  \\v\t  those  who  suffer  loss  should,  in  the  first  instance, 
and  while  the  circumstances  are  fresh,  endeavour  to  ascertain 
v.'iih  the  utmost  precision  all  particulars  respecting  the  des- 
patch or  receipt  of  the  lost  letters  or  papers,  and  lose  no  time 
in  corarnnincatinur  this  information  to  tiie  Postmaster.  Indeed, 
{renf-rfUly  speaking,  it  is  only  by  careful  inquiry  Into  minute 
details  tliat  the  offender  can  be  detected,  whether  he  be  a  ser- 
vant of  a  department  or  not. 

The  Post  Office  is  a  department  which  admits  of  constant  im- 
provement and  expansi(  i.  The  public,  by  sending  to  the  Post- 
master General,  clear  and  correct  information  respecting  faulty 
arran;Lrements,  may  materially  benefit  the  service.  It  must  be 
remembered,  however,  that  changes  in  machinery  so  extensive 
and  Intricate  as  that  of  the  Post  Office,  must  be  made  cautiously 
and  with  much  previous  consideration. 

Time  is  genonilly  required  to  carry  out  any  material  change 
in  postal  arrangements;  for  even  when  decided  upon,  oldP con- 
tracts, reiiuiring  notice  of  termination,  may  have  to  be  got  rid 
of,  isnd  tenders  lor  new  contracts  invited  by  public  advertiee- 
iiJt'Uis,  before  the  decision  can  take  effect.

New  Post  Olfices  are  established  by  tlie  Department  wherever 
it  is  ascertained  that  a  sufficient  number  of  inhabitants  can  bo 
uccomniodated,  and  a  sufficient  amount  of  postal  revenue  col- 
lected to  warrant  such  a  measure.  When  a  new  Post  Office  is 
required,  a  petition  should  be  addressed  to  the  Postmaplf  .■•  Gen- 
eral, signed  by  as  many  of  the  inhabitants  as  can  con%en  ently 
subscribe  the  same.  The  petition  should  stute  the  nanir^  ot  the 
settlement  and  district  in  which  it  is  desired  the  office  should  be 
established  ;  the  distance  fi-om  the  neigliboi'ing  olfices ;  whether 
at  the  sight  of  the  proposed  Post  Office  there  is  a  village ;  the 
number  of  mills,  stores,  taverns,  and  houses  thereat ;  the  extent 
of  the  settlement  to  be  served  and  the  probable  cost  of  the  mail ; 
together  with  any  other  facts  which  may  form  any  ground  for 
the  accommodation  applied  for.
